GOING AT IT THE RJGHT WAY 


Wausau Herald:—"The com mi tte 
to investigate the commission form 
of government and the success which 
such form has met with in placer 
where it is in force, was today an 
nouriced by A. C. Schmidt, who pre 
sided -over the meeting of citizens 
held last Tuesday to consider making 
a change In the form of city govern- 
ment here. The committee consists 
of Henry B. Smith, Walter, Curtis 
Fred- Mohr and Anton Mehl. 
The 
two first named favor the coinmissloi 
form, and the latter two are opposed 
to a change. 
"The committee is to make a thor- 
ough research into the workings of 
the plan, and have one year in which 
to; file their report. They are at lib- 
erty to visit any of the cities now 
naving the new form, and, according 
to Mr. Schmidt, may go as far as they 
like in their investigation, but at 
their own expense. 
"The committee will have a gooc 
opportunity to furnish, an impartial 
statement of the whole system, how 
It works, and where It fails. Reports 
of this nature have, in the past, been 
made mainly by commissioners them- 
selves, or others who were interested 
in some way, and the results of an In- 
telligent study Into the matter, said 
Mr. Schmidt have not yet been pub 
lished." 
It would seem as if this were the 


proper way to investigate this mat 
.er of commission government. There 
are always, enthusiasts on a subject 
who stand ready to advocate Is use 
regardless of whether it is an improve 
ment or not. 
This Is not because 


they are incompetent, but because 
some good points of the plan has 
carried them away and they are un- 
able to see the other side of the ques- 
tion without bias. 
There are some 


"eatures about the commission form 
of government that are a great im- 
provement over the Mayor and com- 
mon council plan, but this does not 
nean that it is perfect, nor that no- 
thing but perfection could come out 
of it. 
Many articles have been writ- 


ten on the subject and in some In- 
stances the writers have either fail- 
ed to inform themselves of the facts 
or else have wilfully misrepresented 
them, and the result is that many 
people have a very vague, idea of 
what the new government is, and in 
iiany cases have been biased either 
'or or against it by these misstate- 
nents of the facts. 


City Will Have Manager. 


The first city of Wisconsin to a- 


dopt the "city manager" plan of mu- 
nicipal government,, which adminis- 
trative experts declare to be a step 
n advance even of the commission 
plan, is Horicon, 2.500 population. 


The common council adopted this 


plan insofar as the limits of the city 
:harter permit. A competent man is 
o be given charge of all city admin- 
strative details. 
The present city 


officers are retained, as a charter 
necessity, and will have formal da- 
les- to perform, mainly signing pa- 
lers. , 
. The new official,- to be known as 
he city auditor, will take over the 
work of city treasurer, city clerk and 
tssessor, will keep the city records 
and have custody of the city property, 
ncluding the public opera house. H-e 
rill devote his entire • time to the 
,'ork. 
No selection has yet been 


iiade, the council being determined 
o buy as much expertness, training 
ind experience In public administra- 
ion as ?1,000 a year salary will get.

IS DEAD 


Statesman From 
Georgia .Succumbs 


to 
Heart'..'.Trouble—President 


Mourns His Death;

Washington, Feb. 17.—Augustus Oc- 


tav'ius Bacon, United States senator 
from Georgia for nearly 19'years and 
chairman of.the foreign relations com- 
mittee since the ascendency of the 
Democratic party,-died in a hospital 
here on Saturday after an illness of 
ten "days. 
He was the first United 


States senator elected by direct vote 
of the people under the seventeenth 
constitutional amendment.

Death- was.not 
unexpected, 'resulting from : a', period 
of ill- health that-covered several 
years and which began-, with .an at- 
tack' in 1901 that :at:'the-time_ was 
feared would cost him Ms life. 
' It was while as state-treasurer that 
Mr. McFetridge "came into the great- 
eat prominence. 
He.had beefl promi- 


nent in county affairs, was a familiar 
figure In state conventions and was 
a close personal friend, of United 
Statee 
Senator 
Philetus 
Sawyer. 


While Mr. McFetridge was state 
treasurer the' historic suits were 
brought against the • state treasurer 
and his bondsmen by the state for 
theYecoyery of interest on state mon- 
eys that had been in the hands of 
the state treasurer and by Him de- 
posited in various; banks. The suit 
led to a sensational trial, in the 
course of which came the charge by 
Robert M. La Follette that Senator 
Sawyer had attempted to Influence 
Judge Slebecker, one of the trial 
judges and brother-in-law of La Fol- 
lette, by offering La Follette money. 
La Follette called it a bribe and Sen- 
ator Sawyer declared it was a re- 
tainer tendered La Follette in,good 
faith.. The' outcome of the suits and 
the restoration of many thousands of 
dollars to the state treasury is now 
part of the history of Wisconsin. 


Mr. McFetridge was born In Roch- 


ester, N. Y., April 15, 1S36, and he 
received his elementary education in 
the schools of that city, and upon his 
graduation was one out of three who 
received, free scholarships in the Uni- 
versity of Rochester. 
He was admit- 


ted to the bar in 1S5S. 


In November, 1858, be came to Bea- 


ver Dam, where he engaged In the 
practice of his profession for several 
years.. 
Ever since he cast his first vote, 


which was for Abraham Lincoln, he 
had been a Republican and taken an 
active part in ..both state and national 
politics, and filled various official 'po- 
sitions. 
. 


He was city superintendent 
of 


schools .during his early residence 
here and was later elected mayor. He 
was also a member of the county 
board of supervisors and In 18C9 was 
elected county treasurer. In 1872, as 
a presidential elector, he and his as- 
sedates cast the .vote of Wisconsin 
for Ulysses S. Grant. He was elected 
to the lower house of the legislature 
in 1878, was a member of the senate 
In 1879 and 1880, and was again elected 
to the- assembly in 1881. He was a 
member of the committee on the re- 
vision of the revised statutes of 1878 
and was chairman of the committee 
on state affairs, he making the mi- 
nority report of that committee rec- 
ommending biennial sessions of the 
legislature, which was adopted by both 
branches of the legislature of 1880, 
ratified by the legislature of 1881, sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people in No- 
vember, 1881,.and adopted by. a large 
majority. He was elected state treas- 
urer in 1881 and was re-elected in 1884, 
folding the office for five years.

With the termination of his term as 


state treasurer he retired from poli- 
tics and devoted- all his time to furth- 
ering the interests of the manufactur- 
ing establishments with which he was 
connected in this city.

HAT happiness,Is to be found some- 
where outside himself seems to be 
an almost universal feeling among 
mankind. "Dort wo du nlcht bist, 
dort Is das Gluck." Aa the years 
pass by/the fallacy In It begins to 
make itself felt, but each individual 
has to find It out for himself In the 
school of experience; nor must he 
hopf> by any argument to convince 


those who have not yet learnt the lesson. 


Thousands are now accustomed to take an an- 


nual holiday in the Alps, but most of these, hav- 
ing only a few short weeks at their disposal, stay 
at a hotel. There are, however, many—and their 
number Is ever increasing—who go out with 
their families and spend the whole season in the 
mountains, yet who grow wonry of continual hotel 
Jlfo, and seek after something that shall be not 
only more Independent but less expensive, for to 
many the question of expense looms larger every 
year. Such can hardly do better than take a fur- 
nished ctmlot ;ln tho bills. There are many such 
to be found, and although rents tend to Increase, 
they cannot yet bo said to be excessive. 
The 


Swiss have realized the fact that there Is a grow- 
ing demand for well-appointed chalets In good sit- 
uations, so that many have recently been built and 
others aro being adapted. 


Those thinking of taking such a chalet for the 


winter months would bo well advised to see that 
it stands at an altitude of not less than 3.500 feet 
above sea level. Should It bo lower there will be 
some risk o£ fogs Erom the plains ant! lakes rls- 
'Ing abovo It, and of wet mud taking the place of 
firm, dry snow. 
It may be remarked in passing 


that for housekeeping purposes it Is useful to 
choose a place within easy roach of sorao town 
BUCh fi-3 Montreux or Interlaken, though much 
shopping Is best dono by post. If the house Is 
largo It will sometimes happen that the owner will 
retain a few rooms foe his own personal uso. In 
this caso lie will utmost always be glad to give 
hnlp whenever it Is asked Cor. Tho average Swiss 
village. 1st it Iw said, does not usually provide tbe 
luxuries or a Capua, but the visitor >V'H quickly 
discover whero to obtain everything that he needs.

Tlio dweller In hotels sees but one side of Swiss 


character—the outside; for though the Swiss may ' 
be business-like, ho Is emphatically not obsequ- 
ious by nature. On tho contrary, ho Is vigorously 
Independent. 
Tho father of a large family will 


bo grateful to receive any crumbs from the rich 
man's table. In tho shape of discarded clothes for 
tho uso of his boys,, provided that they aro offered 
as from an equal to an equal, Cor he is very sen- 
sitive 
But In a short time one of the boys will 


probably bring a basket of eggs "to thank mon- 
sieur and madamo." The writer was once asked 
to photograph some girls, and a few days later a, 
message came from tho children's mother: Might 
she do some of the household washing free o£ 
charge In return?" That Is not such a bad kind 
ot Independence! At least. It compares favorably 
with a variety that is to be met with, which 
thinks to show Its independence In. rough man- 
ners but Is not above taking everything it can get 
without making any adequate return.

In a fold of the Kentish hills, surrounded by 


apple orchards and hop gardens, there stands a 
humble building whose walls are eloquent of .the 
past, a writer in 'the London Globe says. 
It -is 


almost the only one of its kind left standing—so 
far as the exterior is concerned—In its entirety.. 


The adjoining land was granted to one 'of his 


knights by Edward I. in 1272, and the most reli- 
able antiquarian opinion is in favor of the bouse 
having been built shortly after.. Our knight, in 
the matter of building, did not despise the record 
o£ the past, for he adopted the Norman method, 
then, dying out, of placing his living rooms on .the 
second floor. This made for safety and the ground 
floor apartments were simply wlndowless% dun- 
geons and storerooms. 


In those days they built for strength,. and the 


walls of Kentish rag are.of great thickness, cal- 
culated to withstand the assaults'of any quarrel- 
some neighbors, while the turret, which gives ad- 
mittance by a stone spiral staircase to the living 
rooms abovs, is guarded top and bottom by'mas- 
sive oaken doors, and is lighted' by oylets through 
which a rain of arrows could b^ poured upon in- 
truders below. Tho main style pf the building is 
that of the transition from early English to dec- 
orated. Oblong In form, it has gables north and 
south, and at either end of the long east wall is 
a square projection. 
. 
. 
• 
• 


Ascending the stairs we find ourselves--In, a 


room of truly noble proportions, occupying the 
length and breadth of the. building, 28 feet by 
18%, 
and lighted by windows east, west, north. 


and" south. It is open to the roof, which contains 
nearly, if not quite, its original, form, and has a. 
fireplace and an "ambrey" or -cupboard in which 
cooking and table requisites and alms for tha 
poor were kept. In this "aire" or aitre" the fam- 
ily lived and worked, and here visitors and better, 
class retainers slept. 
Here, perhaps,. from the 


beams supporting the roof hung the store of dried 
provisions for winter use, and the herbs collected 
by the squire's dame. 
. 


It was here In the "alre" that, at. even, the 


family gathered round the firelight (candles were 
expensive luxuries In those days) to listen to 
story of battle or chase. The windows were un- 
glazed, but- glass might be fixed in. the shutters, 
the iron hook for' which still remains. Oaken set- 
tles" did duty as seats by day .and as resting-places 
at night and meals.were served on a board placed 
on trestles—hence, perhaps, the phrase "the fesr 
tive board." 


From the hall a doorway gives admittance to 


.one of those.square chambers already noticed as 
built on the ends of the east wall. 
It Is the 


"lord's chamber," the sleeping room of the wom- 
en and children. The. walls are.thick and lancet 
slits, high above reach, let in a dim light by day, 
while the shutter hooks, still tightly wedged. In 
the wall, show how jealously the retreat. was 
guarded by night. It.was the inner sanctum, the 
most protected part of the house, where those 
dearest -to the knight found refuge in troublous 
days and children obtained privacy from the 
more public life of the hall. 


The other projecting room throws further light 


on the dispositions of our knight. 
A soldier,, a 


domestic .man, a man of taste, he was also a incn 
of religion. For this room, a little larger than 
'the lord's chamber, is the chapel. It has a long, 
narrow, eatly English window, and two smaller 
ones, and retains on window. arch- and piscin? 
tracery of much ardhitectural beauty.

IS AWKWARD FOR PRESIDENT 


If Paragraph l« Inserted In Anti-Mo- 


nopoly Measure Consistency Would 


Require That He Veto th« 


Entire Legislation.

- lleved that the majority; In congress IB 
preparing: to insert Jnst such a provi- 
sion into pending legislation and Mr. 
Wilson, It Is. said, wants-to. stop It. 
. .It is the Intention .of these Demo- 
crats,-: who probably can dominate the 
house, to secure the insertion In one 
. of the B.ntl-trust laws of _a provision 
.which shall exempt from prosecution 
labor unions .and farmers* organiza- 
tions.; It Is of course the Intention of 
the Democrats to make some excep- 
tions. The organizations of the kind 
named of course can be prosecuted if 
they do certain things, but they first 
"are not to be prosecuted for entering 
into any combination or 
agreement 


having in view an Increase of wages; 
a shortening of hours, a bettering of 
;the conditions of labor, or, and most 
Important, "for any act done In fur- 
therance thereof that is not in itself 
unlawful." As for the 
farmers' or- 


ganizations. It is intended to exempt 
'them from prosecution when they co- 
operate in an'effort 
to obtain and 


maintain a fair and reasonable price 
for their products. : 


. • •' • Fear It Will Be Abused. 
On the face of things this legisla- 


tion may look fair and square. 
Per- 


haps it is, for many of the legislators- 
and thousands of their 
constituents 


are coming to the belief that labor and 
the farmer should be put into classes 
by themselves, and should be helped 
by legislation which would be perhaps 
unconstitutional if enacted In favor ot 
any other classes, or divisions if you 
will, of the citizenship of tbe United 
States. The objections which will be 
entered to tie legislation rest upon 
what some men -say is the certainty 
that It will be abused and that if it 
becomes a part of the law of tne land 
labor unions will be allowed to do 
what they will unchecked, and that 
the farmer will be allowed to raise 
prices to the sky provided he can do 
it through co-operation with his fel- 
lows. 
Last year, the Democrats did what 


they could to exempt labor and the 
farmer from prosecution under the 
Sherman anti-trust law. In the sundry 
civil bill which was passed one year 
ago this month there was inserted a 
•provision forbidding that any of the 
money voted for the use of the attor- 
ney general's office in prosecuting the 
trusts should be used to prosecute la- 
bor unions and farmers' organizations 
engaged In such lines of endeavor as 
those drawn above. Mr. Taft vetoed 
this bill as one of the last acts of his 
administration. 


In March last the 
Democrats 
re- 


passed the sundry civil bill in virtual- 
ly the form in which it was sent to 
Mr. Taft President Wilson approved 
the measure, but attached to it 
a 


memorandum "condemning the prin- 
ciple of special exemption, of organi- 
zations of farmers or laboring men 
from 
prosecution 
for 
maintaining 


combinations in restraint of trade and 
commerce." ' 


Would Tie McReynoIds' Hands. 


After President Wilson had signed 


the sundry civil bill. Including the ex- 
emption 
clauses. Attorney 
General 


McReynoIds started a prosecution of 
labor unionists in West Virginia. He 
was not allowed to use any of the 
sundry civil bill money in the case, 
but there "were funds at his 
disposal 


which enabled him to secure Indict- 
ments, carry the matter Into 
court 


and start the trial*. This fwas pointed 
to by the administration as .showing 
that it had no intention of exempting 
labor unions from the operation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law. 


If the Democrats, however, carry 


out their present intention and exempt 
the unions and the farmers' organlza- 
;ions from prosecution by means^of an 
actual law of exemption, the hands of 
:he president and his attorney, general 
will be tied. As things are, the inhi- 
bition lies simply against the use of 
certain money to pay for prosecutions 
of this kind. The paragraph of ex- 
emption in one of the anti-trust laws 
actually will prevent the bringing of 
any suits against labor unions and 
:armers' organizations for acts which 
on the part of other 
combinations 


would be criminal. 


Some of the Democrats

think that If their party shall insist 
upon legislation of the kind outlined 
ktr. Wilson will veto It, even if In so 
doing he must veto all of the anti- 
Tust elgislation which goes with It.

There, was a hot controversy in the 


conservation congress, but finally a 
resolution Introduced by Gifford Pin- 
chot pledging the congress to the prin- 
ciple that the people would draw a, 
revenue from their heritages was put 
through by an almost unanimous vote. 
It was evident that those who were op- 
posed ,to the plan did not care .to put 
themselves on record ae voting against 
something which if put Into 
effect 


seemingly will give the entire people a 
return for the power site rights >-hlch 
the government may grant. 


Water Power Lease BUI. 


There Is today before congress a bill 


which is Intended to give to the indi- 
vidual states the right to lease water 
power sites on navigable stream* with- 
in their, borders. Uncle Sam Is sup- 
posed to have control of navigable 
streams and therefore the conserva- 
tionists say that giving the states pow-, 
er 'to govern 'in the matter Is taking 
away from the federal government a 
constitutional right and that the result 
will be, state legislatures being more 
easily reached than a national legisla- 
ture, that monopoly will get hold of 
the water power sites and the people 
will get no return for that which is 
Inheritently theirs. 


Within six months the United States 


Supreme court has handed down two 
decisions which prove as conclusively 
as Supreme court decisions can that 
the United States has. complete con 
trol of the power in navigable stream 
and that it can exact payment for It 
use. 
One case came out of Michigan 


and the other out of "Utah. 


Recently intimations 
have been 


printed that the president of the Unil 
ed States is in entire sympathy with 
the Democrats in congress who wan 
to give water power to corporation 
without payment to the whole people 
for Its use. The president is a state 
rights man, 'but it Is not believed he 
has expressed himself as in favor o 
such a plan. The PInchot men say 
the report almost unquestionably Is 
being spread in order to make the peo 
pie of the country believe that a man 
in whom they have confidence thinks 
the scheme as outlined by the majority 
In congress Is righteous. 


Conservationists on Guard. 


The conservationists in Washington 


are wakeful to the situation. 
They 


-know everything that is going on and 
it is known that if congress attempts 
to do what a subcommittee apparently 
intends that it shall do, there .will be 
another fight In the center of a field 
with as much interested onlookers aa 
there were when Mr. PInchot and his 
followers attacked Mr. Ballinger and 
his followers. 


The Democrats say that they are 


progressive and are conservationists 
The followers of the school of Gifford 
Plncbot deny that the Democrats are 
telling the truth. The conservationists 
say that to put the water site matter 
In the hands of the states Is to throw 
away money and to make monopoly 
certain. If water power legislation In 
the form in which the^ajority in con- 
gress seem to want to enact it is put 
through and signed by the president, 
it is declared by the conservationists 
that one pledge in the Democratic plat- 
form will have been shattered, that 
monopoly will rejoice and that the peo- 
ple of- the United States will have 
their pockets picked. 


On the other hand the Democrats 


say that the states 'can be depended 
upon to safeguard their own rights 
and that there Is no reason why the 
federal government should enter Into 
the confines of any one state to regu- 
late the affairs of its people In the wa- 
ter power matter.

future for a man to place his family 
In a state of anabiosis so that they will 
bo no expense to him while he happens 
to be out of a job or In need of divert- 
ing his income from its usual eourso 
of expenditure for a limited period is 
a question that arises in connection 
with the 
experiments 
of 
Professor 


Baclimetief, the Russian scientist, In 
the extension of anabiosis to the high' 
erj organisms. 


Anabiosis, a state In which all vital 


functions are suspended without 
sidnlng death, has been known for 
about 200 years, according 
to 
tho 


Scientific American, but only in tho 
lower organisms. 
If Professor Bach' 


metief's experiments are successful It 
will be shown that tho higher organ 
isms including men, are also capable 
of entering into this state. Both In the 
world of science and In that of mate- 
rial affairs the successful outcome of 
these experiments would be revolution, 
ary. Professor Bachmetief is conduci- 
ng them especially with a view to ma- 
dng them of practical use 
In 
tho 


.reatment of tuberculosis, and he also 
expects that they .will be of great value 
n devolping a process whereby ani- 
mals could be transported to consider- 
able distance and restored 
to 
life 


whenever required. This would bo of 
mmenso value in the markets of tho 
world. 


Professor Bachmetief first experi- 


mented on insects and found that while 
.he humors of insect bodies freeze at 
Ivo degrees centigrade, and all vital 
'unctions become impossible at this 
temperature, death occurs only at ten 
degrees. Between the temperature at 
which the vital functions ceaee and tho 
etbal temperature is the stale of ana- 
biosis—the intermediary condition bo- 
ween life and death. After a consid- 
erable 
time, Professor 
Bachmotlef 


found, it was possible to restore ani- 
mals to life from this state by a grad- 
ual rise in temperature. 


No Room for' Street Cars. 


The city of Canton, China, with a 


million and a half inhabitants, has no 
place for a street railway 
system. 


Canton is one of the wealthiest and 
most progressive of all the Chineso 
cities,

like a modern street railway system. 
But the space within the ancient walls 
and fortifications is so crowded that 
many of the so-called streets are but 
narrow alleys, not even wide enough 
for two sedan chairs lo pass.

is no room for horses and carriages 
and certainly not sufficient space for 
a narrow-gauge railway. But the Chi- 
nese engineers are not so easily baf- 
fled, and Canton will have Its electrlo 
railway. 
It Is planned to tear down 


the ancient stone walls and fortifica- 
tions which encircle the entire city. 
The material from these walls will bo 
used to fill some of the old canals 
which traverse the city. A three-track 
belt line will be constructed on the 
site of the old wall, completely en- 
circling the city, and the old canal 
sites will be used for feeder lines.

All through the district -the mas- 


sacres had spread, from the borders of 
Germany to the south.

It was because they were heart and 


soul with the movement for freedom 
that the czar let loose his hordes upon 
these people. And every time a :new 
report of a revolted city reached the 
despot, cowering in his palace upon 
the Baltic's. shores, the order went 
forth for another riot. of blood. 


We had reached Kishineff, the scene 


of the first slaughter, in the guise.of 
American commercial agents. Even 
yet .the streets bore witness to the 
scenes of violence that had occurred. 
Windows were still 
broken, doors 


burst in, ominous splashes of blood 
showed darkly upon ledges"and stairs. 
And the czar's yoke was still heavy 
upon the victims of his fury. 


And yet again he planned to let 


:oose his soldiery and his Black Hun- 
dreds. Whispers of a coming massacre 
were everywhere. We heard them In 
our hotel; they floated up to our win- 
dows through the still, summer air; 
strangers ceased speaking and looked 
at us with startled eyes as we passed 
hem. 
Most ominous of all, bars of 


thick steel fastened

doors of houses and churches. 


Krushevan, the organizer of the last 


massacre, wrote in his 'newspaper: 


The time has come to make an end 


of these traitors to church and czar.

t. May It come soon!" 


Nikolai flung the sheet away as 


hough it were something venomous 
and unclean, rested his chin upon his 
,ands and remained silent, motionless 
i a statue for a long time. At last 
he roused himself and burst into such 
a torrent of execration that I trembled 
or fear his words would reach the

'in the year 1S61— It was in the 


spring—my father, who was Captain 
MacKinnon, R. N.. of the English 
Navy thought, that it would ..be & good 
Idea to take his family to the United 
States for a summer's trip: The fam- 
ily at that time consisted of father, 
'mother and'five children, all boys. 
I, at that tlmo was nearly 2 years 
old and my younger brother eight 
months. We took passage.ou a sail- 
ing ship Htarting from Bristol, Eng- 
land in May 1861. But before tak- 
in'g passage Captain .MacKinnon ex- 
amined, the ship and refused to en- 
trust himself and family to cross 
the Atlantic on that vessel until the 
glass porta which let iri the light to 
the- cabins had been boarded up so 
that any danger from,breakage would 
not let in the water and sink the ship. 
(These porta were about two feet be- 
low the water level, made so by ex- 
cessive cargo-). There being no lim- 
it to loading in those days. This was 
done. After a rather rough voyage 
and being delayed by contrary winds, 
we after six weeks arrived in New 
York. After landing, we went to an 
hotel in Union Square, called the 
Union Square Hotel. The third night 
of our arrival, my father, mother and 
the nurse, dashed into our room and 
with very little formality, grabbed 
all us children and rushed us to the 
ground floor. The house was on 
flre. After two or three hours the 
fire being put out, we returned to 
our bed room, the damage by flre was 
trivial. 
Leaving New York we went to New 


Port, Rhode Island, and while there 
wo lived in a pension boarding house 
overlooking the sea. 
We remained 


* in Newport several months. 


During our sojourn here my father 


and mother went to Washington and 


' called on President Flllmore. The 


President Invited both to dinner and 
it happened that my father sat next 
to Governor, Doty, governor of the 
territory of Wisconsin. This gentle- 
man Invited my father and mother 
to visit him at his official residence 
on Doty Island, Menasha, Wiscon- 
sin and they accepted the invitation. 
The route in those days was via the 
Great Lakes. 
My parents took the 


government snip at Cleveland and 
sailed or steamed to 
Green Bay, 


From Green Bay to Menasha was Ac- 
complished on an ordinary farm wag- 
on. The railroad in those days being 
built only as far as Fond du Lac. 


The official residence of Gov. Doty 


in Menesha was a log shanty. 
The 


logs used in its construction were 
white oak and hickory. It is still in 
existence 
and 
is 
located on the 


grounds 
belonging to Mr. 
John 


Strange. 
Living In the same boarding house 


,as ourselves in Newport was an Ar- 
tist, whose specialty was portraits 
in crayons, and he persuaded my mo- 
ther to allow him to take the por- 
traits of just two of us younger chil- 
dren. He commenced on myself and 


• younger brother. 
This was In Au- 


gust J.851. 
Shortly-after the portraits were 


completed we took passage to return 
to England. 
As before my father 


insisted on having the glass port 
holes boarded up which was done 
very reluctantly. We sailed in ^the 
three masted vessel called the "O- 
ceon Queen," and arrived in Bris- 
tol after a very favorable passage, in 
three weeks. 
This ship the "Ocean Queen" was 


a favorite with trans-Atlantic travel- 
ling and her accommodation was al- 
ways engaged In advance. But on 
her next voyage westward disaster 
overtook this good ship. 
She ran 


into an Iceberg in the night and sank 
and every soul on board perished. 
Mrs. Idinsdowne's Story O2 Years 


Later. 


In August 1913, my husband's 


ship being stationed at Newport, R 
I., I left New York and went to New 
port. 
I took my1 first meal at the 


' old Navy boarding house on Tours 
' St., a short -distance from the harbor 


overlooking the sea. It was a queer 
old fashioned structure of stone and 
wood, having been added to from 
tlmo to time. The front was built 
square with the street, while the back 
opened into a big old fashioned gar- 
•den where Dahlias, hollyhocks, and 
roses grew in great profusion. The 
house was very old and as I entered 
I always had a feeling that I was 
passing from the 20th Century to 
an age In the early Victorian era for 
the furniture of that 'period was 
everywhere to be seen. 


At tho table where I sat, I made 


the aCQ'oaintance "of an interesting 
old gentleman about 75 to 78" years 
of age, "filtho one would never have 
.guessed him to be a day older than 
60. He had a keen sense oE humor 
and a rather cynical wit, that amused 
me greatly, and I was never tired of 
hearing his observations and his caus- 
tic remarks about the 20th century 
habits and customs. 


In the course of our conversation 


he said that the house we were eating 
in, was a very old one, and ever since 
he could remember had been the fav- 
orite haunt of navy people. Later 
on he remarked that my face seemec 
strangely familiar and it troubled 
him to think that he could not place 
it or remember where he had seen 
It before. 
One night, he came to 


dinner triumphantly holding a cray- 
'on portrait of two young boys. 
I 


Aave found the likeness, he said 
.You are the image of the elder of 
the two boys. The same expression 
about the eyes, the same shape of 
the head, the expressive mouth, etc. 
I was nearly petrified with astonish- 
ment when he .showed me the pic- 
ture, it was no other than 'a copy 
of one my father has in his drawing 
room at Grand Rapids, which pic- 
ture had hung In his mother's draw- 
ing room for 40 years. Then it was 
jbrought to this country and has been 
here in my father's house twenty- 
two years • Who drew that picture 
rwas my first Question, and where did 
you get it? 
My Uncle, who was an 


.'.artist drew it, and when he died it 


came into my possession with a great 


1 
many other belongings. 
I believe 


' the models were two young sons of 


an English Naval Officer, who visit- 
ed Newport in the early fifties. Then 
I told him that the boy whom he 
thought I resembled so- closely, was 
my own father, and -.jjre both mar- 
yelled at the coincident..

plan, is Horicon, 2.500 population.

charter permit. A competent man is 
to be given charge of all .city admin- 
istrative details. 
The present city 


officers- are retained, as a charter

the city auditor, will take over the 
work of city treasurer, city clerk and 
assessor, will keep the city records 
and have custody of the city property, 
Deluding the public opera house.

• at a hotel. There are, however, many—and their 


number Is ever Increasing-—who go out with 
their families and spend the whole season In the - 
mountains, yet who grow woary of continual hotel 
life, and seek after something that shall be .not 
only' more independent but loss expensive, for to 
many the question of expense looms larger every 
year. Such can hardly do better than tako a fur- 
nished chalot in the bills. There are many such 
to bo found, and although rents tend to increase, 
they cannot yet ba said to bo excessive. 
The 


Swiss have realized the fact that there Is a grow- 
ing demand for well-appointed chalets in good sit- 
uations, eo that many have recently been built and ; 
others aro being adapted, 


Those thinking of taking such a chalot for the 


winter months would bo well advised to see that- 
It stands at an altitude of not less than 3,500 feet 
above sea level. Should It bo lower thero will be 
some risk of fogs from the plains nnd lakoe ris- 
ing above it, nnd of wet mud taking tho place of 
firm, dry snow, 
ft-may be remarked In passing 


that for housekeeping purposes it is useful to 
choose a place within easy reach of some town 
such 
8J3 Montreux or Interlaken, though much 


shopping Is best done by post. 
IE the houso is 


large It will sometimes happen that tho owner will 
retain ft few rooms foe his own personal uso. In 
this case he will almost always be glad to glvo 
help whenever' It Is asked for. Tho average Swiss 
village, l«t if, tv? said, does not usually provide the 
luxuries o.f ft Capua, but the visitor will quickly 
diecovor where to obtain everythlAg that he needs. 
He will soon find that his chtvlet can be managed 
with remarkably little servant power. "Central- 
heatlrii;" may bo called a necessity, and, In a 
private houso where, the ventilation can bo proper- 
ly attended to, It does not produce the stuffiness 
that is such an undesirable feature lu so many 
hotels.

"At Rome as at Romo" Is a useful motto for 


those who llvo-away from tholr country. Tho 
Swiss peasant has his own opinions and his own 
way of looking at life.

Jlonalres, 
Is It surprising that tho villagers, be- 


ing Intelligent If somewhat narrow and unedu- 
cated, should look upon tho gons do sojour who 
como from afar and llvo in nico houses, and, so 
far as they can see, do no work whatever, as 
almoflt Inexhaustible gold mines? 
They would 


hardly bo human If they did not UBO tholr oppor- 
tunities of making hay while the HUH shines; only 
it re°'d with each visitor to soo. that ho does not 
personally contribute an unreasonably largo share 
of the hay, 
Tho dweller In hotels sees but ono slda of Swiss 


charactor-the outside; for though tho Swiss may ' 
bo buslness-llko, ho Is emphatically not obsequ- 
ious by nature. On the contrary, he is vigorously 
Independent. 
Tho father of a largo family will 


be grateful to receive any crumbs from the rich 
man's table, In tho shape of discarded clothes for 
tho uso of his boys,, provided that they are offered 
as from an equal -to an equal, for he Is very sen- 
sitive 
But In a short time one of the boys will 


probably bring a basket of eggs "to thank mon- 
sieur and madamo." The writer was once asked 
to photograph some glrla, and a few days later a 
message came from the children's mother: Might 
sho do somo of tho household washing free ot 
charge In return?"

ENGLISH HOME OF 1272 


In a fold of tho Kentish hills, surrounded by 


applo orchards and hop gardens, there stands a 
humble building whose walls are eloquent of the 
past, a writer in the London Globe says, 
It .Is 


almost tho only one of its kind left standing—so 
far as the exterior Is concerned—in Its entirety. 


The adjoining land was granted to one 'of his - 


knights by Edward I. In 1272, and the mosE reli- 
able antiquarian, opinion IB In favor of the house 
having been built shortly after. Our knight, in 
the matter of building, did not despise .the record 
of the past, for ho, adopted the Norman method, 
then dying out, of placing his living rooms.on the 
second floor. This made for safety and the ground, 
floor apartments were simply wlndowlessv dun- 
geon's and storerooms. 
' 


In those days they built for strength,,and the 


walls o£ Kentish rag. are of great thickness, cal- 
culated to withstand the assaults'of any quarrel- 
some neighbors, while'the turret, which gives ad- 
mittance by a stone'spiral staircase to the living 
rooms above, Is guarded top and bottom by. mas- 
sive oaken doors, and Is lighted' by oylets through 
which a rain of arrows -could b? poured upon In- 
truders below. The main etyle pf the building la 
that of the transition from early English to dec- 
orated. Oblong In form, it has gables north and 
south, and at either end of the long east wall Is 
a square projection. 
,

Ascending .the stairs we find ourselves-.In, a 


room of truly no1)le proportions, occupying; the 
length and broadth of the building, 28 feet by, 
18*6, and lighted by windows east, west, north 
and south. It Is open to the roof, which contains 
nearly, if not quite, its original,form, and:has a, 
fireplace and an "ambrey" or -cupboard In which 
cooking and table requisites and alms for tha 
poor were kept. In this "alre" or aitre" the fam- 
ily lived and worked, and- here visitors and better, 
class retainers .slept. 
Here, perhaps,, from the 


beams supporting tho roof hung the store of dried 
provisions lor winter use, and the herbs collected 
by the squire's dame. 
. 


It was here In the "alre" that, at even, the 


family gathered round the firelight (candles .were 
expensive^ luxuries In those days) to listen to 
story of battle or chase. The windows were un- 
glazed, but-glass mighttbe fixed In, the shutters, 
the Iron hook for which "still remains. . Oaken set-; 
ties"did duty as seats by day and as resting-places 
at night and meals were served on a board-place'd 
on trestles—hence, perhaps, the phrase "the fes?. 
tlve board." 


From the, hall a doorway gives admittance: to 


,ono of those.square chambers already noticed as 
built on the ends, of-the east wall. ;:It Is/the 
"lord's chamber," the sleeping room .of the wom- 
en and children. The walls .iare thick and lancet 
slits, high'above reach, let in a dim light by day, 
while the Shutter hooks, still tightly; wedged. In 
the wall, show how jealously the: retreat... was 
guarded by night It.was the Inner sano.tum,-the 
most protected part of the house, where those, 
dearest.,to the knight found refuge ,In troublous 
days and children obtained privacy from the 
more public life of the ball.

The city of Canton, China,.with a 


million and a half inhabitants, has no 
place for a street railway 
system. 


.Canton is one of the wealthiest and 
most progressive of all the Chinese 
cities, and it 
would 
very 
much 


like a modern street railway system. 
But the space within the ancient walls 
and fortifications Is so crowded that 
many of the so-called streets are but 
narrow alleys, not even wide enough 
for two sedan chairs, to pass. There 
is no room for horses and carriages 
and certainly not sufficient space for 
B. narrow-gauge railway. But the Chi- 
nese engineers are not so easily baf- 
fied, and Canton will have Its electrio 
railway. It is planned to tear down 
the ancient stone.walls and fortifica- 
tions which encircle the entire city. 
The material from these walls will be

which traverse the city. A three-track 
belt line will be constructed on the 
site of the old wall, completely en- 
ciiicling. the city, and the old canal 
sites will be used for feeder lines.

southernmost portion of the vast em- 
pire where the black earth yields,two 
harvests a year and the grape ripens,- 
<the pleasant land which the,Romany 
colonized and which their descend- 
ants, the Roumanians of, today, in- 
habit, though under Russian rule.-We 
were at Kishineff. 


I-knew that beneath .his cynicism 


and contempt, Nikolai cherished an 
unappeasable love for the land' of his 
birth.

'fH the year 1351—it vaa In the 


spring—ray father, who was Captain 
MacKinnon, R. N., of the English 
Navy thought that it would be a good 
idea to take hia family to the United 
States for a summer's trip. The fam- 
ily at that time consisted of father, 
'mother and five children, all boys. 
I, at that time was nearly 2 years 
old and my younger brother eight 
months. We took passage.on a sail- 
ing ship starting from Bristol, Eng- 
land in May 1851. 
But before tak- 


ing passage Captain MacKinnon ex- 
amined the flbjp and refused to en- 
trust himself and family to cross 
the Atlantic on that vessel until the 
glass portn which let in the light to 
the- cabins had been boarded up so 
that any danger from breakage would 
not let in the water and sink the ship. 
(These ports were about two feet be- 
low the water level, made so by ex- 
cessive cargo). There being no lim- 
it to loading in those days. This was 
done. After a rather rough voyage 
and being delaydd by contrary winds, 
we, after six weeks arrived in New 
York, After landing, we went to an 
hotel in Union Square, called the 
Union Square Hotel. The third night 
of our arrival, my father, mother and 
the nurse, dashed into our room and 
with very little formality, grabbed 
all us children and rushed UH to the 
ground floor. The house was on 
fire. After two or three hours the 
flre being put out, we returned to 
our bed room, the damage by fire was 
trivial. 
Leaving New York we went to New 


Port, Rhode laland, and while there 
we lived in a pension boal-dlng house 
overlooking the sea. We remained 
In Newport several months. 


During our sojourn here my father 


and mother went to Washington and 
called on President Flllmore. 
The 


President Invited both to dinner and 
it happened that my father sat next 
to Governor, Doty, governor of the 
territory of Wisconsin, This gentle- 
man Invited my father and mother 
to visit him at his official residence 
on Doty Island, Menasha, Wiscon- 
sin and they accepted the invitation. 
The route in those days was via the 
Great Lakes. 
My parents took the 


government ship at Cleveland and 
sailed or steamed to 
Green 
Bay, 


From Green Bay to Menasha was ac- 
complished on an ordinary farm wag- 
on. The railroad in those days being 
built only as far as Fond du Lac, 


The official residence of Gov. Doty 


in Menesha was a log shanty. 
The 


logs used in its construction were 
white oak and hickory. It is still in 
existence 
and 
Is 
located on the 


grounds 
belonging to Mr. ' John 


Strange. 


Living in the same boarding house 


..as ourselves in Newport was an Ar- 


• tlst, whose specialty was portraits 


In crayons, and he persuaded my mo- 
ther to allow him to take the por- 
traits of just two of us younger chil- 
dren. He commenced on myself and 


• younger brother. 
This was In Au- 


gust J.851. 
Shortly' after the portraits were 


completed we took passage to return 
to England. 
As before my father 


insisted on having the glass port 
holes boarded up which was done 
very reluctantly. 
We sailed in the 


three masted vessel called the "0- 
cean Queen," and arrived in Bris- 
tol after a very favorable passage, in 
three weeks. 
• 


This ship the "Ocean Queen" was 


a favorite with trans-Atlantic travel 
ling and her accommodation was al 
ways engaged In advance. . But on 
her next voyage westward disaster 
overtook this good ship. 
She ran 


into an iceberg In the night and sank 
and every soul on board perished. 
Mrs. Lnnsdowne's Story 02 Years 


JjAter, 


In August 1913, my husband's 


ship being stationed at Newport, R 
I., I left New York and went to New 
port. I took my1, first meal at the 
old Navy boarding house on Tours 
'' St., a short 'distance from the harbo 


overlooking the sea. It was a queer 
old fashioned structure of stone and 
wood, having been added to fron 
time to time. The front was bull 
square with the street, while the back 
opened into a big old fashioned gar 
-den where Dahlias, hollyhocks, and 
roaefl grew in great profusion, 
The 


house was very old and as I enterec 
I always had a feeling that I was 
passing from the 20th'Century to 
an age in the early Victorian era fo 
the furniture of that 'period wa 
everywhere to be seen. 


At the table where I sat, I made 


the actjftaUitance "of an interesting 
old g«af!eman about 75 to 1S yean 
of age, ;altho one would never havt 
guessed lilm to be, a day older than 
60. He had a ko'en sense of humor 
and a rather cynical wit, that amuse* 
me greatly,'and I was never tired o:' 
hearing his observations and his caus 
tic remarks about the 20th centur> 
habits and customs. 


In the course of our conversation 


.he said that the house we were eating 
in, was a very old one, and ever since 
he could remember had been ttie fav 
orlte haunt of navy people.

on he remarked that my face seeme< 
strangely familiar and it troubled 
him to think that he could not place 
it or remember where'he had seen 
it before. 
One night, he came to 


dinner triumphantly holding a cray 
'on portrait of two young boys. 
I 


,have found the likeness, he said 
.You are the image of the elder o 
the two boys. The same expression 
about the eyes, the same shape o 
the head, the expressive mouth, etc 
I was nearly petrified with astonish 
ment when he .showed me the pic 
ture, it was ho other than 'a copj 
of one my father has in his drawing 
room at Grand Rapids, which pic 
ture had hung in his mother's draw 
Ing room for 40 years. Then it was 
jbrought to this country and has been 
here in my father's house twenty 
two years Who drew that plctur< 
jwap my first question, and where did 
you get it? My Uncle, who was an 
',artiat drew it, and when he died i 
came into my possession with a grea 
many other belongings. 
I believe 


' the models were two young sons o 


an English Naval Officer, who visit 
ed Newport in the early fifties. Then 
I told him that the ,boy whom he 
thought I resembled so- closely, was 
my own father, and ^e both mar 
Celled at the coincident.,
